How  does  it  appear  to  those  holy  beings  who  surround

the  only  name  that  was  given  under  heaven  whereby 
men  might  be  saved.  I  have  a  little  more  to  tell  you 
what  evil  the  fire-water  has  done  among  our  people  in  i 
my  day  and  generation.  In  or  about  the  year  1^18  ' 
there  were  a  great  many  hundreds  of  ludiansof  King¬ 
ston,  Upper  Canada,  and  at  Belleville  and  Rice  Lake. 

And  they  were  all  unhappy  drunkards,  I  was  well 
acquainted  with  these  tribes  of  Indians.  And  in  18*2*2 
I  do  think  there  were  not  more  than  half  the  number  ; 
for  they  were  dying  very  fast  every  year.  Some  of 
them  were  stabbed,  some  were  sliot,  some  were  toma¬ 
hawked,  some  were  drowned,  some  were  burned  and 
some  were  frozen  to  death.  And  thus  we  were  going 
to  destriictiou  at  a  great  rate.  And  when  our  father 
and  mother  wi  re  drunk,  we  that  were  boys  used  logo 
and  hid  '  away  the  guns,  the  tomahaw  ks,  the  spears,  and 
the  knives, — and  sothelimcs  we  and  the  children  used 
to  hide  ourselves  in  the  hollow  logs  or  in  the  bushes, 
like  the  little  patridges,  to  save  our  lives  from  being 
tomabawked  by  our  drunken  parents.  And  no  matter  if 
it  is  in  the  month  of  January,  we  would  then  hide  our¬ 
selves  in  the  snow.  This  was  a  hard  cise,  but 
we  would  rather  choose  to  freeze  to  death  than  to 
be  tomahawked.  And  sometimes  in  returning,  in  the  | 
mornings,  we  sometimes  received  the  sad  news  of  some  | 
father  or  mother,  or  brother  or  sister,  being  killed  in 
tlie  druken  scrape.  This  is  the  work  of  the  fire-wa¬ 
ters — so  called  by  our  people.  But  your  piiople  call  it 
rum  and  whiskey.  This  used  to  make  me  feel  bad  to 
think  that  the  man  should  ever  bring  such  W'alcrs  as 
these  in  North  America;  which  has  caused  our  people 
to  fall  by  hundreds  every  year-  But  so  it  was,  that  our  fa¬ 
thers  and  n  itiiiii  were  so  very  fond  of  the  fire-waters  that 
they  even  pulled  oil’ their  coats  from  their  backs  for  the 
last  glass  of  whiskey,  and  sometimes  the  shirt  has  to 
go  tor  it  And  their  sprees  were  sometimes  very 
long.  Allow  me  here  to  introduce  an  anecdote. 

I  knew  a  family  wlio  had  a  child  that  was  quite 
young  when  they  began  their  drinking  scrape,  and 
when  they  got  sober  the  mother  saw  the  child  walking. 
tStie  said  to  her  hushind,  “Husband,  see  the  child  is 
walking.  My  gcxxJiiess!  how  have  wc  been  drunk !” 

.\nd  about  this  time  1  began  to  be  fond  of  it  too.  But 
I  never  pulled  olf  my  shirt  for  it.  But  1  must  ac¬ 
knowledge  I  have  done  almost  as  bad  ;  I  have  sold  iny 
co’it  cloth,  that  was  worth  seven  dollars,  for  one  quart 
of  rum.  Let  mo  tell  you  a  little  more  of  the  evil  of 
the  lire- water :  my  father  and  mother  died  when  1 
was  very  young,  in  drinking  the  fire  water  to  excess. 

Here  the  fire-water  has  made  me  fatherless  and 
iiioihciless.  My  sister  and  brother-in-law  then  took 
me  to  liring  me  up.  But  in  a  short  time  they  died  also 
111  drinking  the  fire-water  to  excess.  My  sister  was 
frozen  to  deatli  on  a  drinking  spree,  on  new  year’s 
d  iy.  Here,  again,  the  fire-wuter  has  nrade  fatherless 
and  iiiutherless.  And  in  about  one  year  from  this 
lime  one  of  my  sisters,  in  a  drunken  spree,  was  struck 
wiUi  a  club  oil  her  head  by  her  husband,  which  caused, 
her  il<  ath.  And  in  the  same  year  rny  brother  was 
toaiaiiawkcd  in  a  drinking  spree,  at  Montreal.  'I’lius 
tlie  tire-waters  have  left  me  wilhont  father  or  mother, 
and  w  iihout  brollier  or  sister  in  the  world.  Cursed

Cowper  and  Franklin. — A  very  interesting  incident 
relating  lo  these  two  distinguished  individuals,  which 
has  hoietofure  been  but  partially  known  to  the  public, 
is  related  in  Grinishawe’s  life  of  Cowper.  The  first 
volume  of  his  poems,  on  its  publication,  was  severely 
and  unjustly  criticised  by  the  Analytical  Review.  This 
circumstance  occasioned  in  him  much  depression  of 
mind,  from  which  he  was  relieved  by  the  well-timed 
commendation  of  Dr.  Franklin,  communicated  to  him 
by  his  distinguished  friend,  John  Thornton,  Esq.  of  Clap- 
ham.  Mr.  Thornton  sent  a  copy  of  Cowper’s  poems  to 
Dr.  Franklin, at  that  time  residingal  Passy,  near  Paris, 
on  a  mission  from  the  United  Stales  to  the  Court  of 
France.  Dr.  Franklin  acknowledged  the  receipt  of 
the  book,  and  expressed  his  opinion  of  it  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  terms,  in  a  letter  dated  May  8lh,  1782. 

“  I  received  the  letter  yon  did  me  the  honour  of  writ¬ 
ing  to  me,  and  am  much  obliged  by  your  kind  present 
of  a  book.  The  relish  for  reading  of  poetry  had  long 
since  left  me,  but  there  is  something  so  new  in  the 
manner,  so  easy  and  yet  so  correct  in  the  language,  so 
clear  in  the  expression,  yet  concise,  and  so  just  in  the 
sentiments,  that  1  have  read  the  whole  with  great  plea¬ 
sure,  and  some  of  the  pieces  more  than  once.” 

This  letter  appears  in  Mr.  Hayley’s  collection,  but 
that  of  Cowper  in  reply  to  Mr.  Thornton’s  communica¬ 
tion,  is  published  for  the  first  time  in  Mr.  Grimshawe’s 
memoi  r.  I  n  it,  Cow  per,  a  fter  speak  ing  of  the  “  contem  pt” 
with  which  seme  critics  had  spoken  of  his  book,  says : — 

“  Your  friendly  intimation  of  the  Doctor’s  sentiments 
reached  me  very  seasonably,  just  when  in  a  fit  of  de¬ 
spondence,  to  which  no  man  is  naturally  more  inclined. 

I  had  begun  to  regret  the  publication  of  it,  and  had  con¬ 
sequently  resolved  lo  write  no  more.  For  if  a  man  has 
the  fortune  to  please  none  but  his  friends  and  their  con¬ 
nexions,  he  lias  reason  enough  to  conclude  that  he  is 
indebted  for  the  measure  of  success  he  meets  willi,  not 
to  the  real  value  of  his  book,  but  to  the  partiality  of  the 
few  that  approve  it  But  I  now  feel  myself  differenlly 
affifcted  towards  my  favourite  employment;  for  which 
sudden  change  in  my  sentiments  1  may  thank  you  and 
your  correspondent  in  France.  His  entire  unacquaint¬ 
edness  with  me,  a  man  whom  he  never  saw,  nor  will 
see,  his  character  as  a  man  of  sense  and  condition,  and 
his  acknowledged  merit  as  an  ingenious  and  elegant 
writer,  and  especially  his  having  arrived  at  an  age 
when  men  are  not  to  be  pleased,  they  know  not  why, 
are  so  many  circumstances  that  give  a  value  to  his 
commendations,  and  make  them  the  most  flattering  a 
poor  poet  could  receive,  quite  out  of  conceit  with  him¬ 
self,  and  quite  out  of  heart  with  his  occupations. 

“  If  you  think  it  worth  your  while,  when  you  write 
next  to  the  Doctor,  to  inform  him  how  much  he  has  en¬ 
couraged  me  by  his  spprobation,  and  to  add  my  respects 
lohim,  you  will  oblige  me  still  further;  for  next  to  the 
pleasure  it  would  afliird  me  to  hear  that  it  has  been 
useful  to  any,  I  cannot  have  a  greater,  so  far  as  my  vo¬ 
lume  is  in  question,  than  to  bear  that  it  has  pleased  the 


surviving  parties.  From  these  sources  it  appears  that 
I^ady  Austen  was  a  woman  of  great  wit  and  vivacity, 
and  possessed  the  power  of  exciting  much  interest  by 
her  inaiiner  and  conversation,  that  Mrs.  Unwin,  who 
was  of  a  more  sedate  and  quiet  character,  seeing  the 
ascendency  that  I.ady  Austen  thus  acquired,  became 
jeaUius,  and  that  a  rupture  was  the  consequence.

Her  own  deep  personal 
piety  during  a  long  life,  and  her  just  discrimination  of 
character,  are  sufficient  to  give  weight  and  authority 
lo  her  judgment. 

“  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  her  convic¬ 
tion  that  the  loss  of  Lady  Austen’s  society  was  a 
great  privation  to  Cowper;  that  she  both  enlivened  his 
spirits  and  stimulated  his  genius,  and  that  the  jea¬ 
lousy  of  Mrs.  Unwin  operated  injuriously  by  compelling 
him  to  relinquish  so  innocent  a  source  of  gratification.

The  Missionary  Association  of  the  General  Theolo¬ 
gical  Seminary  held  a  special  meeting  in  the  chapel 
of  the  Seminary,  on  Thurstlay  evening,  the  2()ih  o'  June 
The  Riglit  Rev.  Bishop  Kemper  and  several  of  the 
clergy  were  present.  3'he  association  was  also  fa¬ 
voured  with  the  presence  of  Mrs.  Hill,  the  first  female 
ini-sioiiary  of  our  Church,  and  one  whose  successful 
and  indefatigable  exertions  justly  entitle  her  to  a  high 
rank  among  the  missionaries  ol  the  cross. 

Tlie  president  staled  tli  it  the  Society  had  assem¬ 
bled  lur  the  purpose  of  bidding  farew  ell  to  those  of  the 
brelliren,  the  members  of  the  senior  class,  who  were 
about  to  leave,  to  enter  upon  the  work  for  which  they 
had  been  preparing;  whereupon  several  resolutions 
were  offered,  and  supported  with  appropriate  remarks, 
by  different  members  of  the  senior  class. 

'I’he  substance  of  the  resolutions  was  as  follows : 
That  the  late  missiomry  movement  of  our  Church, 
giving  new  facilities  of  elfort,  and  opening  wider  pros- 
ivcts  for  u-^cfiilness,  also  demanded  a  correspondent  in¬ 
crease  of  zealous  action  and  earnest  prayer — that  the 
tendency  of  tliis  association  was  to  increase  that  spi¬

from  their  connexion  w'ilh  this  Society. 

\  resolution  was  then  offered  on  the  part  of  the 
other  two  classes,  to  the  effect— that  those  who  were 
now  leaving,  to  enter  u|X)n  a  larger  field  of  duty,  hay¬ 
ing  shared  ^  long  the  friendship  and  affection  of  their 
associates,  and  laboured  together  with  them  in  promot¬ 
ing  the  objects  of  this  Society,  carried  w  ith  them  the 
warmest  w  ishes  of  their  brethren  for  Hieir  welfare,  and 
earnest  prayers  for  an  abundant  biossiiig  on  their  fu¬ 
ture  labours.

live  soil.  'I’liey  have  no  college.  If  the  question  is' 
asked,  where  shall  one  be  located  1  sorely  our  alien- ! 
tion  w’ill  be  turned  toward  the  centre  of  Hie  people,  if 
such  a  spot  can  be  obtained  without  extreme  hazard  or 
extravagant  expense.  No  obstacle  of  that  kind  can  be 
adduced  in  respect  to  Liberia,  It  is  safe  from  vio¬ 
lence  or  famine.  Some  thousands  of  freemen  who 
are  advancing  to  wealth  and  distinction  have  made  it 
their  home.  There  is  no  [lolitical  or  religious  objection 
to  sucfi  a  seminary  in  the  colony. 

The  failure  of  all  attempts  to  establish  academies 
for  young  people  of  colour  in  this  country,  is  a  deci¬ 
sive  indication  that  any  future  attempt  had  better  be 
made  in  their  native  land.  We  have  heard  of  schools, 
male  and  female,  in  city  and  country,  under  the  pa¬ 
tronage  of  competent  teachers  and  judicious  counsel¬ 
lors.  But  they  are  suspended  one  by  one.  Few  of 
them  are  now  in  successful  operation.  Obstacles  not 
anticipated  embarrass  their  progress.  If  a  literary 
establishment  should  be  made  in  the  colony  of  Liberia, 
there  is  no  apparent  reason  why  it  should  not  be  pier- 
petuated  through  the  successive  periods  of  its  future 
history  with  enlarged  resources  and  increasing  useful¬ 
ness.  Pupils  need  not  be  wanting.  The  intelligent 
sons  of  native  chiefs — the  sons  of  colonists,  young  men 
of  enterprise  and  talent  in  the  West  India  islands  and 
the  United  States,  may  here  find  an  asylum  where 
they  may  prosecute  their  education  without  prejudice. 
'I'his  will  stimulate  the  ambition  of  the  native  tribes, 
reward  tho  fidelity  of  colonists  who  have  borne  the 
burden  of  the  work,  and  elicit  the  talent  of  the  race, 
wherever  it  may  bo  found.  Especially  may  such  a 
seminary  prove  to  be  a  “school  of  the  prophets, 
where  the  Saviour  ofthe  world  may  prepare  his  ser¬ 
vants  to  publish  his  gospel  of  mercy  to  the  millions  on 
that  continent.  Is  not  the  enterprise  entitled  to  pa¬ 
tronage  1  Other  experiments  have  been  made  with 
failures.  Tliis  promises  to  be  attended  with  success. 

Besides,  that  continent  is  to  be  their  future  theatre 
of  action.  And  it  is  an  ample  field.  It  is  not  a  little 
island  environed  by  the  sea.  It  is  not  a  section  of 
country  where  they  will  be  exposed  to  encroachments 
from  men  of  a  different  colour  and  supierior  power.  It  | 
is  not  in  subjection  to  a  despxilic  government  with 
which  they  can  feel  no  sympiathy,  and  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  which  they  can  aspire  to  no  share.  Nor  is 
its  language  like  that  of  Hayti,  intelligible  only  to  a 
handful  of  all  tho  race.  Nor  is  its  religion  mystical, 
and  established  by  law,  denying  to  individuals  entire 
liberty  of  conscience  in  the  worship  of  God.  What¬ 
ever  islands  or  sections  of  country  may  in  course  of 
time  fall  into  the  possession  of  the  pieople  of  colour, 
the  continent  of  Africa  itself  is  the  cradle  and  home  of 
the  race.  The  results  of  their  enterprise  and  talents 
are  to  be  exhibited  there.  In  despite  of  all  that  phi¬ 
lanthropy  can  accomplish,  neither  the  United  States 
nor  the  British  Islands  will  furnish  an  inviting  field  to 
men  of  colour  for  half  a  century  to  come.  As  they  ad¬ 
vance  to  wealth  and  knowledge  they  will  resort  to  the 
father  land,  whether  for  culture  or  commerce.  They 
will  seek  it  as  an  asylum,  a  home.  There  will  be  no 
need  of  external  compulsion  or  constraint.  Nor  will 
they  wait  for  pecuniary  aid.  It  will  not  be  easy  to 
retain  them  to  hew  wood  and  draw  water  in  other 
lands.  They  will  there  be  the  proprietors  of  the  soil 
which  they  cultivate,  establish  a  government  which 
they  themselves  administer,  and  introduce  the  religion 
of  their  enlightened  choice.

Alcn  of  cultivated  intellect  and  various  talent  will 
be  wanted  among  the  people  of  colour,  as  soon  as  they 
can  be  educated.  They  are  to  occupy  responsible  sta¬ 
tions  and  to  do  a  momentous  work.  'J’hey  are  to  pro¬ 
secute  researches  into  the  geography  and  commercial 
resources  of  Africa,  to  establish  a  republic  on  its  west¬ 
ern  coast,  and  to  publish  the  Gospel  of  the  Saviour  to 
Its  superstitious  tribes.  It  is  contrary  to  all  analogy 
to  suppose  otherwise.  While  men  may  make  estab¬ 
lishments,  commercial  and  religious,  on  the  capes  and 
islands  of  that  continent,  but  its  for  men  of  colour  to 
pass  up  its  rivers,  to  cultivate  its  vallies,  and  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  arts  and  institutions  of  a  Christian  land  through 
its  wide  extent  of  surface.  It  is  for  men  of  colour 
to  found  schools  and  Churches,  pursue  its  agriculture 
and  commerce,  and  conduct  the  whole  machinery  on 
which  depend  the  wealth,  prosperity,  and  elevated 
character  of  this  infant  republic. 

And  shall  the  want  of  a  few  thousand  dollars  pre¬ 
vent  the  immediate  commencement  of  a  work  so  im¬ 
periously  demanded  by  the  wants  of  the  whole  race  ? 
Will  not  the  statesman,  the  philanthropist,  the  rich 
merchant,  give  to  this  enterprise  a  candid  investiga¬ 
tion,  and  a  liberal  patronage  1  And  especially  may  it 
not  be  commended  with  confidence  to  Him  who  con¬ 
trols  the  destiny  of  nations,  and  who  is  pleased  with 
the  good  conduct  and  highest  happiness  of  men?

preach  any  other  (ios|>fl  unto  you,  lot  him  be  ac- 
cur.sed,”  he  exhorted  these  cinldreii  in  faith,  to  recog¬ 
nize  the  authority  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  under  the 
penalty  of  damnation.  Here  is  a  fact  worthy  of  the 
study  of  those  who  make  human  nature  a  subject  of 
grave  and  profound  meditation.  It  is  useless  to 
introduce  here  the  probable  or  improbable  conj'  ciures, 
on  wliicli  his  strange  conduct  ii,  explained;  let  us 
rather  derive  from  it,  the  lessiHi  wliicii  it  teaches, 
“  Let  him  that  ihinkeili  he  stamleHi  take  heed  lest  he 
fall.” 

Paechner,  perceiving  the  relapse  of  many  families 
(fo  the  number  of  59)  from  the  eternal  and  simple  truth 
of  the  word  of  God,  determined  to  live  in  tlie  midst  of 
the  danger  and  to  watch  directly  over  Ins  tlock.  As 
there  was  no  suitable  house  for  him  at  Carlshuld,  he 
was  satisfied  to  live  for  more  than  four  months  in  a 
wretched  hut,  consisting  of  a  single  room  without  floor, 
and  so  low  that  he  was  obliged  to  remove  the  earth, 
to  allow  him  to  stand  erect.  Here  he  lived  with  the 
poor  peasantry  on  their  gross  diet.  His  first  care  was, 
to  provide  a  place  of  assembly  for  worsliip.  He  bad 
no  room,  not  even  a  barn,  where  he  could  gather  Ins 
flock.  With  much  effort,  he  erected  ashed,  where  he 
preached  the  glad  tidings  of  Christ.  But  this  faithful 
servant  of  the  Lord  was  not  even  allowed  to  minister 
to  his  people  in  peace.  As  there  were  many  whose 
hearts  had  not  been  changed  by  the  power  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel,  who  elapsed  into  Catholicism,  and  as  they  wished 
to  live  at  peace  wilJi  their  consciences,  they  naturally 
longed  to  destroy  the  life  and  holiness,  which  the 
word  of  God  opjiosed  to  the  sins  into  which  tliey  had 
fallen,  and  they  accordingly  united  with  their  fellows 
in  persecuting  the  disciples  of  Christ.  Paechner  and 
the  most  faithful  members  of  his  flock  were  exposed  to 
calumny,  injustice  and  ill  treatment  of  every  kind. 
The  windows  of  his  miserable  hut  and  of  his  Church  of 
slabs  were  often  broken.  But  nothing  could  overcome 
his  patience  and  his  devotedness.  While  the 
Catholics  pointed  with  pride  at  a  Chinch  erected  for 
them  by  the  government,  at  an  expense  of  39,(XH) 
florins,  the  Christians  of  Germany  did  not  forget 
Paechner  in  his  damp  hut,  nor  his  flock,  listening  to 
the  word  of  God,  under  a  crazy  building,  which  but  ill 
protected  them  from  the  seasons,  and  winch  a  hum-, 
cane  had  nearly  on  one  occasion  brought  down  upon 
their  heads.  The  alms  of  Christians  in  Germany 
enabled  Paechner  to  erect  a  school  house  in  October 
1834,  where  lie  liiniself  instructed  the  |>oor  children  of 
Ins  parish,  so  that  lie  was  at  once  pastor,  schoolmaster, 
and  chorister  in  his  Church,  and  for  a  salary  of  150 
florins,  yearly. 

But  a  minister  who  lives  on  potatoes  does  not  need 
much  salary.  Subscriptions  were  opr  ned  in  Germany 
to  enable  him  to  erect  a  Ciiurch.  Christians  in 
Bavaria,  Russia  and  Wurtembiirg,  Hie  chief  contribu¬ 
tors  in  tfie  erection  of  Hie  scliool  house,  were  not 
backward  here.  1  liave  before  me  now,  the  prospectus 
of  a  volume  of  sermons,  wliose  avails  are  devoted  to 
this  object,  which  finds  contributors  in  thirty  different 
stales.  A  rtdigious  Journal  at  Frankfort,  having  made 
a  touching  appeal  to  its  readers  m  their  behalf,  received 
in  a  few  months  more  than  1,4??0  fr.  almost  entirely 
derived  from  the  widow’s  miteond  the  offerings  of  the

and  even  denied  the  protection  of  the  law,  within  two 
centuries  filled  the  civilized  world  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  Gospel — we  certainly  could  not,  as  a  society, 
suffer  Bengal,  Bahar,  and  Agra,  with  our  still  more 
northern  provinces,  even  to  the  frontier  of  the  Sciks, 
containing  a  population  of  seventy-two  millions  of  our 
follow-suhjects  still  cursed  by  idolatry,  to  remain,  at 
this  moment,  with  only  four  or  five  of  our  own  mi.s- 
sionaries  who  arc  able  to  preach  the  gospel  to  them. 

On  this  system  of  feeble  and  scattered  lIli^8lorls  we  enn 
never  rationally  hope  to  inlluencc  the  society  of  India. 

Missionaries  must  be  near  enough  to  support  one 
another :  there  must  be  a  division  of  labour  ;  and  when 
one  missionary  is  disabled,  another  ought  to  be  ready 
at  once  to  enter  on  his  labours.  It  is  essential  to  the 
welfare  of  India,  and  needful  even  to  give  effect  to  our 
stations  already  established,  that  many  new  laLoiin  rs 
go  forth.  And  who  will  send  them,  if  we  do  not  ?
